Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of invention as shown in Fig. 2 as recited in claims 
1-2, 4-14, 17-19, 22-23, 26-27, 29-39, 42-44 and 58-66 in the reply filed on 6/20/2005 is 
acknowledged. The restriction requirement is made final. Claims 3, 15-16, 19-21, 24-25, 28, 
40-41, 45-57, 67-89 have been canceled. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

1 . Claims 1-2, 4-14. 17-18, 22-23, 26-27, 29-37, 39, 42-44 and 58-66 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ken-6, 193,728. 

As to claims 1-2, 4-14, 17-18, 22-23, 26-27, 29-37, 39, 42-44 and 58-66, Ken-728 (Figs. 
1B, 2B, 3C; col. 4, lines 43-65; col. 5, lines 10-56; col. 6, lines 46-67; col. 7, lines 1-7; for 
example) discloses coil 135, stretch resistant member 133 being doubled to define a loop and 
made of a material such as silk, collagen, polypropylene, a bio-absorbable, dissolvable/bioactive 
material etc.. (col. 6, line 46 to col. 7, line 7) and including radio-opaque material (col 5, lines 10- 
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13), elongate pusher member 136, coil 141 including loop of fiber material 139 severable from 
elongate pusher member 136 by a sacrificial shown as a groove in Fig. 3C. 

2. Claim 90 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) or alternatively, as being unpatentable over Ken-6, 193,728. 

As claim 90, coil 141 including loop of fiber material 139 and other loops. At least one 
loop of coil 141 located outside coil 135 can be detachable from the rest of coil 141. Notice that 
the claim only requires that there exists a loop, which can be detachable from loop of fiber 
material 1 39. 

Alternatively, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that one can 
detach one loop of coil 141 located outside coil 135 when a shorter coil 141 is desirable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 6 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ken- 
6,193,728. 

As to claims 6 and 31 , Ken-728 discloses substantially the claimed invention, except for 
an explicit disclosure of different forms/materials, such as a stranded material. However, the 
forms/materials as recited in the claims are well known in the art. It would be obvious to one of 
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ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to make Ken-728's resistant member 1 33 of a 
form/a material as recited in the claims. Notice that there is no evidence that a resistant 
member of a form/material as recited in the claims would significantly improve Ken-5,582,619 
device. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide Ken-5, 582,61 9's resistant member 133 of a form such as a 
braid/stranded material/ etc ... as recited in the claims. In addition, the manner to 
make/manufacture the resistant member 133 can not be given much patentability weight if there 
is no evident of significant improvement in performance of Ken-6,193,728's stretch resistant 
member 133. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/22/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Ken-728 substantially discloses the claimed invention as indicated in the rejection 
presented above.
